When all of the volumes of 
written and oral deliberations 
on cornty valuations versus 
state Varuations, county govern- 
ment Versus schools in compe- 


tition for the lion’s share of the 
tax funds, and general confus- 
jon of ideas on welfare, law en- 
forcement, salaries, etc. had 
been filed in basket 18 or lost in 
the ether, Michigan's 83 tax al- 
location boards found  them- 
seaves tied to the same limitat- 
ions that have bound their ac- 
tions since 182.

al units of government. This has 
meant that the county has kept 
its budget at a minimum and the 
schools have been granted, in 
many cases, only enough millage 
to allow them to qualify for 
state aid. 

While the county’s costs have 
been increasing, particularly in 
areas Where they have no con- 
trol, the schools have been 
caught in a tidal wave of child- 
ren. 


Not only ‘have operational 
costs increased as a whole but 


more children have meant more 
teachers and more room and 
more facilities. The case at pre- 
sent is not that one unit is try- 
ing to strangle the other; it is 
a case of governmental units,” 
each vital to the democratic way 
of life, striving to make 14 mills 
stretch where even 15 mills 
would be inadequate. 

For that reason, almost every 
community at one time or an- 
other, and some quite consis- 
tently, have had to vote extra 
taxes upon themselves above the 
fifteen mill statuatory limits in 
order to provide the number and 
quatity of services a free people 
must have. 

Of necessity, schools have ta- 
ken their needs to the people 
most often. Even so, public ed- 
ucation is not receiving nearly 
as great a percentage of the na- 
tion's income thet it received 
two decades ago, 

In 1955 in Oharlevoix County 


the 15 mills was divided as fol- 

lows: 

County operation — 5.3 approx- 
imate, 

Courthouse-voted -— .7 approx- 
imate 

Sehools-smaximum — 8,0 ap- 
proximate. 


Townships — .7 approximate. 


This year, 1956, the allocat- 
ron is as follows: 
County operation — 6.6 mills 
Courthouse-voted — 1.0 mills 
Schools -- 7.0 mills

As the valuation of a county 


increases the mils required to 
operate local government de- 
creases since even the smallest 


county must maintain the basic 
county offices and in the larger 
counties additional clerical help 
can take care ofthe added work, 
Charlevoix county is somewhere 
in the middle bracket. 
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As reported by the Wall Street Journal, brainstorming is a care- 
fully planned program set up by management. Infurmal meetings 
are scheduled in which from five to 50 persons are encouraged to 
talk off the cuff with their ideas of how to solve a stated problem. 

To encourage the most possible answers, personnel of about the 
same job level are grouped together. If the meeting ‘s made up of 
supervisory people, for instance, there will be no top brass on hand 
which might “scare’’ some of the best responses. Short-hand notes 
are taken of all suggestions, transcribed, they are then furnished to 
a management committee for screening. 

Informality is stressed by all advocates of brainstorming. For one 
thing, there can be no ice water thrown out on the table. Some ses- 
sions provide for a moderator who actually holds up a red flag to re- 
mind the critic that his pessimism is out of order. 

All suggestions are wanted—the more the better. Some success- 
ful users of the technique say only six percent of the suggestions 
are practical enough to try out. But if 100 ideas are projected, that 
means six are worth trying. And if one of the six results in a saving 
of $50,000 a year, then the technique certainly is successful. 

Actually, the technique of brainstorming is not ne but its an- 
plication seems to be. For instance, no negative criticism or pessi- 
mism is permitted in a brainstorming session. There’: no old fuddy- 
duddy to say it can’t be done or it’s heen tried before and failed. It’s 
been proved many times that when some one says a thing can’t be 
done, somebody else ups and does it!!

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Save Weed 
Trouble In 
Potato Fields 


Potato growers can get bet- 
ter yields and save a lot of weed 
trouble if they spray potato 
fields with a dinitro herbicide 
just before the potato plants em- 
erge. Dr. Donald Isleib. of Mich- 
igan State University, says the 
chemical has the longest lasting 
effect against weeds if it is ap- 
plied just before weeds come up. 
Dr. Isleib suggests spraying in 
a band directly over the row, 
leaving the middle of the row 
for the cultivator 

The effects of dinitro com- 
pounds are lost if the soil sur- 
face is mixed wich underlying 
soil, Isieib points out, so the cul- 
tivation should disturb the soil 
only at the midd'e of the row. 

The dinitra compounds are 
sold under two trade names, 
Premerge and Sinox PE. Grow- 
ers should consult their county 
agricultural agents for  rec- 
commended rates and methods 
of appheation.
